When the news was broken to him 
ThurKiiav that his last hope was 
gone, by II. .1. (iarroti, u colored 
preacher, Holland did not give way 
la the least, and even received the 
Bfwa with a slight smile. When ask- 
ed tt he wished to make any atate- 
BM^t, he stuck to hia atory of being 
laaoeent ot tha mordsr or ot know- 
ing aaythias what*T*r about it, and 
alao Btnck to hia charBe that the con- 
feasiOB made by him on the night of 
his arrest waa obtained by threats 
df the ofllcera ot giving him up to a 
mob. 

The preacher prayed with the con- 
demned than and Holland stated 
that he was prepared to meet his 
nod. "rhe execiuioB took place in 
the room In th* n*w }all whieh Is 
prepared for that parpoa*. bolag fit- 
ted with trap. •t«. 

The Pembroke mardor, aa It is 
callad, waa oa* ot th* most henlous 
crlBM* la th* aaaala of the state. 
An unknown white maa waa killed 
as he slept la tha wooda aad robbed. 
lOight aegroaa eoanalttad tk* ertme, 
aad all Bot aoviKtad ro*atv*d life 
Mntences. 

The crime was coaualttad la 1903, 
and tkl aaam ot th* d*ad maa has 
never be*B aacartaiaed.

His crime waa an unuaually atro- 
cious one, he having shot the woman 
In cold blood bacauae he waa Jealoua 
of her. He alao shot the maa «ko 
was hta rival. 

Mathley'g desperate attempt at 
suicide was in the preaeaee of the 
death watch during the last hoara 
of the night. Mathley was hanged in 
Ihe presence of fifty persons and In 
sight of several hundred others. The 
drop fell at 4:46 aod life waa 
tincf at .'iiiil. 

Mathley's attempt at suicide waa 
not dlacovercd until the ofllcera went 
to the cell to awaken him. Then It 
was noticed that the bed coverlBg 
was stained with blood. 

Mathley refused to answer when 
called a second time and it was f*ar> 
ed he waa dead. When finally arous- 
ed it was found thai he hud at- 
tempted to tear the flesh away and 
sever an artery with his nails. A Jag- 
ged hole had been made through th* 
skin about half an Inch long. Matk- 
lay daclared he did aot kaow how It 
waa doB* or what eaaaad tk* wooad.
